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Residents say life after changes has been made ‘torture’

RESIDENTS in Caldmore are 
calling on Walsall Council to 
do a U-turn on a one-way sys¬ 
tem introduced in the area, 
which they say is making life 
‘torture 5 for them. 

Controversial work is under way, 
at a cost of £150,000, to turn a busy 
street into a one-way system, and 
now even the council leader admits 
the scheme may have to be reversed. 

The authority introduced a one-way system 
for motorists on Caldmore Road, between the 
junctions of Bradford Street and Corporation 
Street, in the new year, despite a 1,500-signa¬ 
ture petition against the move. Residents and 
business owners have asked the council to undo 
its work at a scrutiny meeting. 

Akhlaq Hussain, chairman of the Caldmore 
Traders Association, said one business has 
already closed on Caldmore Road since the 
change, with two more set to follow in the com¬ 
ing months, while others are laying off staff to 
survive. 

Speaking at the meeting, he said: “This is 
what we told you would happen. This isn’t 
going to work. The problems were there before 
and since the change, they have only got worse. 
Businesses are losing money, roads are grid- 
locked and we don’t see any benefit to this.” 

Queues 

Mohammed Bashir, who lives on nearby 
Sandwell Street, said traffic queues were bad 
in the morning and evening rush hours. He also 
claimed he has had to physically stop motorists 
‘fist-fighting’ in the street. 

He said: “We have a number of schools 
nearby and the roads were busy anyway. In the 
mornings, Caldmore Road and the surrounding 
streets, including mine, are gridlocked. People 
are shouting at each other from their cars and 
on a couple of occasions I have had to stop fist 
fights from breaking out. I have young children 
and I don’t think they should be seeing this. 
It is torture for us as residents and this is the 
worst I have known it.” 

Work, which started in the new year is set to 
finish by the end of May. 

During a heated discussion where Caldmore 
residents asked for the decision to be com¬ 
pletely reversed as soon as possible, Councillor 
Mike Bird, council leader, said the authority 
may have to look at ‘every option’. He said: 
“We have to listen to the people and I will ask 
that every option is looked at in order to get the 
best result. I am not making any promises but 
it may be that we have to reverse this.” 


HUNDREDS SEE HISTORIAN JACK’S FINAL JOURNEY 


HUNDREDS of people gathered 
for the funeral of much-loved Wal¬ 
sall historian Jack Haddock. 

The keen cyclist, photographer 
and RAF veteran was taken on his 
final journey through the borough, 
where those who knew him said 
their final goodbyes. 

A hearse with his beloved bike on 
top left his home in Webster Road, 
Blakenall, at 11.30am before taking 
him to Lichfield Crematorium for 
the service at 12.30pm. 

Jack died at the age of 89 at Wal¬ 
sall Manor Hospital on March 29 
after suffering strokes and then 
contracting pneumonia. 

As part of the service, six doves 
were released and his coffin fea¬ 
tured pictures of the Flying Scots¬ 
man engine. 

On route to the crematorium, his 
hearse paused on a railway bridge 
where Jack used to take photo¬ 
graphs. 

A spokesperson for funeral direc¬ 
tors Norton Funerals of Brownhills 
said they were honoured to be a 
part of Jack’s last journey. 

Railway 

They said: “The funeral went 
very well and there was an amazing 
turnout - the crematorium was full 
to the rafters. 

“His bicycle was on the roof and 
taken away to the crematorium 
and we took a pause on a railway 
bridge where he used to take lots 
of photos. 

“It was a fitting end for Jack and 
there were a lot of really nice trib¬ 
utes. 

“He was a keen cyclist and it was 
a great honour to be able to take 
Jack on his final ride.” 

“People were very pleased with 
the service - it is how he would 
have wanted to go.” 

Jack was active in recording and 
helping to preserve the history of 
Walsall from the 1950s until last 
year, when he fell ill. He never 
married and had no children. Jack’s 
close Friend Rob Selvey is gather¬ 
ing memories of Jack.

Fury as pile of 70

It has been estimated that fly-tipping is 
set to cost Walsall Council £120,000 this 
year, at the same time when council cuts 
could see £150,000 go from the budget for 
street cleaning services.

Council unveils plans 
for new multi-storeys 

TWO brand new car parks with a combined 
capacity of over 700 spaces could be built 
in the borough, under ambitious plans re¬ 
vealed by Walsall Council. 

The council say a new multi-storey car 
park is needed in the short term, while a 
second could be developed closer to 2026. 

A number of sites have been identified 
for the first car park. Challenge Block near 
Hatherton Street is the preferred option but 
another is to redevelop Day Street car park. 
For the second multi-storey, a site referred 
to as the ‘Intown’ off Lichfield Road in the 
Civic Quarter has been suggested. 
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Fridges full of rotten food dumped 


FRIDGE freezers with rotten food in¬ 
side are just part of a fly-tipping mess 
that has been dumped behind a block of 
flats in Great Barr. 

The rubbish was dumped last week 
on a drive by garages behind a block 
of flats on Lingfield Court, which is off 
Hamstead Road, not far from Sandwell 
Valley Nature reserve. Two large piles 
of rubbish - one of them including a 
filthy mattress, a microwave oven, paint 
buckets, wood planks and bricks - can 
be seen from residents’ homes. 

The second pile, which is about 15 feet 
away from the first, includes metal fur¬ 
niture rods and a fridge-freezer, which 
was dumped still containing its contents 
Part of the dumped rubbish of pizzas, meat and burgers. 



The meat has since started to rot and 
attract vermin and foxes. A 29-year- 
old local mother, who asked not to be 
named, said: “It’s disgusting. People 
seem to think that because this bit of 
land is away from the road, they can 
treat it like a rubbish dump and get 
away with it, but then there’s no CCTV 
here. 

“The freezer is particularly unpleas¬ 
ant because the meat that was inside 
it has started to rot and go mouldy and 
I’ve seen and heard the foxes that have 
been attracted to it. I dare not clear the 
food away myself as I have a three-year- 
old and I don’t want them exposed to the 
kind of germs I’d pick up.” 

Stephen Gabriel, strategic manager 


for Regulatory Services, at Sandwell 
Council urged people to contact police 
with any information. He said: “This is 
another highly irresponsible and illegal 
incident of dumping which is rightly 
condemned by local residents who find 
it upsetting to find this kind of rubbish 
left by their homes.” 

It is the latest pile of rubbish to blight 
the streets of Sandwell. Council chiefs 
launched a fresh crackdown on fly-tip¬ 
ping across the borough last summer 
after the clean-up bill topped £180,000 
in 12 months. 

Bosses insisted that they were com¬ 
mitted to investigating all cases to trace 
culprits and bring those responsible to 
court. 


Pervert in assault on 
child gets four years 

A FORMER child carer who 
forced a young child’s hand 
against his genitals while he sat 
in a pushchair at Willenhall mar¬ 
ket has been jailed for four years. 

Patrick Marston, of Rose Hill Gar¬ 
dens, in the town targeted the victim 
at around 9am on June 24 last year. 

The 59-year-old fled the scene when he 
saw a member of the public had noticed 
him, but the child’s mother gave chase and 
took a picture of him using a mobile phone. 

Within half-an-hour police arrested him 
discovering his trouser zip was still un¬ 
done, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

A police raid carried out later at his 
home revealed the true extent of Marston’s 
twisted fantasies. 

Officers discovered soiled nappies he had 
collected from the street, a dictaphone with 
a recording of a baby crying on it and 17 
indecent images of children. 

Inciting 

During police interviews Marston laid 
bare the true extent of his sexual desires, 
which included a fantasy to abduct and sex¬ 
ually assault a child. He admitted a charge 
of causing or inciting a child under 13 to 
engage in sexual activity, telling police ‘he 
needed help’, the court heard. 

Passing a sentence of four years impris¬ 
onment and a further three years on li¬ 
cence, Judge James Burbidge QC described 
the case as one of the most ‘sad’, ‘worrying’ 
and ‘difficult’ the court had faced. 

Psychiatric and psychological reports re¬ 
vealed Marston had a ‘troubled’ and ‘hor¬ 
rid’ childhood, which the judge conceded 
may have ultimately led to his fantasies 
and offending. 

Judge Burbidge said: “You had kept the 
lid on the problems you had but unfortu¬ 
nately in June of last year the lid was well 
and truly off. I can’t be satisfied your mere 
presence in court has put the lid back on 
because you acted in broad daylight with¬ 
out any inhibition towards a child right in 
front of the mother. 

“Because of the other factors the police 
found, what you had in your home, in my 
judgement you had lost all inhibitions at 
that stage. The risk of re-offending is high.”

Her first project at BAM was 
working on the redevelopment of 
the Barclaycard Arena (formerly 
the NIA) in Birmingham. She has 
also most recently completed the 
works at the Royal Shakespeare 
Company’s The Other Place devel¬ 
opment in Stratford-upon-Avon.

Joy for club 
as archery 
equipment 
is recovered 

STOLEN equipment from an archery 
club in Walsall was found by one of its 
members at a car boot sale in Cannock. 

Over £2,500 worth of specialist equip¬ 
ment was stolen from Broadway West 
playing fields in Palfrey where Victory 
Walsall Archers’ train. 

West Midlands Police launched an 
appealed for information after 22 adults 
and children’s bows and quivers were 
stolen between April 2 and 3. But, by 
amazing coincidence, a member of the 
club, Ansar Aslam, which is run by vol¬ 
unteers, spotted some of the stolen loot 
at a car boot sale in Cannock on Sunday 
April 10 and immediately called police. 

Ashraf Lorgat, from Caldmore, who 
set up the club two years ago, said the 
club would have had to have folded if 
none of the bows were returned. Now, 
the 35-year-old hopes the club will get 
back to the training ground, weather 
permitting. He said: “We were looking to 
close it following the theft and after two 
years of hard work going into the club 
it was something we didn’t want to do. 

“My family wasn’t too sure what I was 
going to do when they went missing be¬ 
cause I was out of it for a few days. 

“We just don’t want the thieves to win 
and we can continue with the equipment 
that we’ve got for now.” 

Out of the specialist equipment that 
was stolen, approximately 10 of the sto¬ 
len 22 bows were found and reunited 
with the rightful owner on Tuesday. 

A man has been voluntarily inter¬ 
viewed in connection with the incident, 
but no arrests have been made as of yet.

8,500 remain on waiting 
list for home in borough 


MORE than 8,500 people are on 
a waiting list for a home in Wal¬ 
sall as the borough struggles to 
keep up with an ever-increasing 
demand for housing. 

There are 8,644 people waiting to 
move into social housing, with Walsall 
Housing Group selling off more than 
350 properties since 2013 under the 
Government’s Right To Buy scheme. 

Other properties were sold due to their 
condition and the investment needed to 
bring them back into occupation. 

The figures have been called ‘very wor¬ 
rying’ by a councillor who claims that 237 
homes built by the housing association 
since 2013 ‘hardly scratches the surface’. 

Councillor Pete Smith, who represents 
the Blakenall Ward, said: “It is a very wor¬ 
rying situation where thousands of indi¬ 
viduals and families who feel that they are 
presently inadequately housed are filling up 
WHG’s waiting list. Whilst new WHG prop¬ 
erties are being built at affordable rents in 
my ward the number of new builds is all the 
time being offset by the sale of homes by 
WHG. 

Deteriorate 

“WHG are doing a very good job there, 
however, this is only beginning to scratch 
the surface when one considers that nearly 
9,000 are on their housing waiting lists. 
With regard to WHG auctioning off proper¬ 
ties in need of a great deal of money needing 
to be spent on them, it begs the question as 
to how they can let a minority of their prop¬ 
erties deteriorate to such a level.” 

In September 2015, bosses at WHG 
pledged to continue to build more social 
housing, despite concerns that Govern¬ 
ment cuts could have an adverse affect on 
the groups ability to do so. 

The group is committed to building 2,000 
homes by March 2018. On the sale of prop¬ 
erties, Robert Gilham, director of opera¬ 
tions, said when tenants leave, the property 
is reviewed and if it requires substantial 
modernisation works, a value for money 
assessment is carried out. 

“In each of these cases it was not econom¬ 
ical to carry out the works required given 
the relatively low rents we are then able to 
set,” he said. “Monies raised from the sale 
of these is recycled into new development.”

THE family of tragic youngster 
Jamie Cartwright have paid a 
‘fitting tribute’ to him by install¬ 
ing a bench with a special plaque 
in his memory at Walsall Arbo¬ 
retum. 

Jamie, who lived in Rischale 
Way, Rushall, twice beat leukae¬ 
mia before picking up an infec¬ 
tion, which led to his death in 
January 2014, aged just nine. His 
heartbroken parents John and 
Vicki Cartwright also planted 
an oak tree sapling in tribute to 
their son at the arboretum, near 
to the skateboard park where he 
loved to perform stunts. 

Since then, his family have 
been raising money to get a 
memorial bench put in place at 
the park. Jamie’s uncle, Danny 
Loundes, aged 34, from Blox¬ 
wich, said: “Getting on the skate 
park and doing tricks with his 
scooter was what Jamie enjoyed 
most in life. We have always 
wanted to get a bench set up for 
him and the location is perfect.” 

Jamie was first diagnosed 
with leukaemia in 2006 when 
he was two. After chemotherapy 
he went into remission. But two 
days after Christmas in 2012, his 
family was told the condition was 
back. 

Jamie endured more bouts of 
chemotherapy before undergo¬ 
ing a bone marrow transplant, 
thanks to his 14-year-old brother 
Aaron. Jamie was given the all- 
clear from leukaemia but caught 
an infection that spread to his 
brain, and on August 7, 2014, his 
family was told he had suffered a 
brain haemorrhage. 

He died a few hours later. The 
family have now raised around 
£14,000 for Acorns Hospice, 
which provided care for Jamie in 
his final days.

Pot of cash 'not enough for holes' 


GOVERNMENT funding to re¬ 
pair potholes will ‘not even scratch 
the surface’ in Walsall, it has been 
claimed. Walsall Council will receive 
£140,000 from the Government as 
part of £50 million being dished out 
across the country for maintenance 
work on local highways, called the 
Pothole Action Fund. 

The borough is blighted by 2,642 
potholes according to latest figures. 


Yet it will get less than every other 
area across the Black Country except 
for Wolverhampton, which will re¬ 
ceive just £110,000. 

Willenhall councillor Ian Shires 
claims the money will not sufficiently 
help Walsall, which is already set to 
see funding for road and car park 
maintenance slashed by 10 per cent 
under money saving council plans. 

Councillor Shires said: “When you 


look at the state of the local roads 
it is clear that this money is not 
even going to scratch the surface. 
£140,000 would probably struggle to 
cover my ward alone. 

“In Willenhall we have a lot of long 
roads in really bad condition, these 
are used every day by so many peo¬ 
ple and they can’t get better without 
funding. .” 

The West Midlands has been given 


£512,491 to help maintain and repair 
the roads in their areas including fix¬ 
ing potholes. 

While Walsall and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton sit at the bottom of the pile in 
terms of money available in the 
Black Country, Dudley tops the list 
with £172,000, followed by Sandwell, 
which will receive £160,000. 

The money has been allocated ac¬ 
cording to a needs-based formula. 


Support for schools 
criticised by Ofsted

OFSTED has declared that 
Walsall Council’s support 
for schools is still not good 
enough with one in four 
establishments across the 
borough falling below the 
required standard. 

The Government watchdog 
stated that in particular disad¬ 
vantaged students and pupils 
with special needs were not im¬ 
proving as they should. 

Despite the report which declared 
a ‘great deal’ of work was required 
the council has stated it is ‘pleased’ 
with the current state of affairs be¬ 
cause they have improved from the 
last inspection in 2014 when the 
authority’s support was branded 
‘ineffective’. 

Ofsted visited nine schools in 
the borough during February 
and released their findings last 
Wednesday. The report states: “Im¬ 
provements to school performance 
and pupils’ achievement are uneven 
across Walsall. 

“Only 75 per cent of schools in 
Walsall are good or better, and this 
compares with a national average of 
85 per cent. “Some schools are not 
improving quickly enough and too 
many pupils, particularly the disad¬ 
vantaged and those who have spe¬ 
cial educational needs or disability, 
are not achieving well enough.” 

The council maintains control 
of 92 schools out of 121 in Walsall. 
David Haley, Executive Director of 
Children’s Services said: “We are 
very pleased with the Ofsted report 
of the council’s work to support 
school improvement across Walsall. 

“The report rightly reflects the 
hard work and commitment of local 
authority officers, headteachers, 
governors and school staff. 

“It sets out the good improvement 
and progress that has been made 
and acknowledges that there is more 
to do to ensure that all children and 
young people of Walsall attend a 
good school, are ambitious and leave 
school with a good education. It also 
notes that we are not complacent 
and have the strategies in place.”

Blood spots 
at bookshop 
after window 
is smashed 

TRACES of blood were discovered 
at a Walsall book store which had its 
front window smashed in a bizarre 
act of vandalism. Nothing appears 
to have been taken from Southcart 
Books on Lower Hall Lane after it 
was seemingly targeted. 

The owners had a bill to replace the 
window which was discovered broken 
on Sunday April 10. 

Last Monday forensic police officers 
were at the shop taking samples and 
as yet it is still unknown whether the 
glass was smashed deliberately or 
whether the shop front was the scene 
of a Saturday night scuffle. 

Amy Carter who works at the shop 
and is partner of owner Scott Southey, 
said: “We have have had one of the 
windows smashed but nothing was 
taken. We have had the police around 
on Monday because a lot of blood was 
left behind. The forensics came and 
took swabs from the windows. I don’t 
know how it happened. It was my 
birthday Sunday and my son discov¬ 
ered it as he was walking past. Scott 
went straight down and boarded it up. 
There was glass everywhere. 

“The window which was broken led 
into our vintage book room. Nothing 
has been damaged inside though.” 

She added: “I don’t know how much 
it will cost yet to replace the window, 
we are trying to sort it out now. We 
haven’t had a break-in as such before 
but we have had a couple of purses 
stolen.” West Midlands Police re¬ 
quested that anyone with information 
on the incident contact them on 101. 

Crucial water 
works started 

RESIDENTS in Willenhall are having 
to put up with eight weeks of crucial 
water works which started on Mon¬ 
day. Severn Trent water will carry out 
work on a ‘major water main renewal 
scheme’ at Lucknow Road. 

Councillor Ian Shires, who rep¬ 
resents the area, has admitted that 
while the work is needed, it shines a 
light on the need for more to be done 
to improve roads across Walsall. 

He said: “Just when the residents 
of Lucknow Road thought that their 
lives might get back to normal in 
steps Severn Trent with this an¬ 
nouncement. Perhaps once all this 
has been done Walsall Council will 
resurface both roads along with Ess- 
ington Road, Coppice Lane, roads on 
the Broadway Estate, Beacon Estate 
and many more, however I can’t see 
it happening.” 

Lifeboat charity

Bus driver is latest on wee wall of shame

A NATIONAL Express bus driver 
is the latest culprit to be snapped 
spending a penny by Walsall Twitter 
sensation Urine Watch. 

The driver, who is pictured clearly 
in his high visibility jacket with the 
National Express logo, has been 
shamed on social media. Twitter ac¬ 
count @urinewatch posted a video to 
its page around 10.45am on Thurs¬ 
day. The video, which lasts 20 sec¬ 
onds, was taken from a CCTV camera. 

It shows the male driver walking up 
to the popular spot, looking around to 
check no-one had spotted him before 


relieving himself next to the now in¬ 
famous welcome sign. The incident is 
believed to have happened at 6.40am 
on Thursday morning. 

When contacted by a reporter, Na¬ 
tional Express said they took inci¬ 
dents such as these ‘very seriously’ 
and were carrying out an investiga¬ 
tion to try and identify the individual. 

A spokesman for the firm said: “We 
take matters of unacceptable behav¬ 
iour very seriously. We are currently 
in the process of investigating this in¬ 
cident to identify the individual.” 

Since the tweet was put up, it has 


been liked once and retweeted once, 
with one Twitter user telling the ac¬ 
count to show the footage to National 
Express. Urine Watch has been sham¬ 
ing public urinators for a number of 
weeks now. 

It posts CCTV images of yobs uri¬ 
nating in a car park of the former M 
Latif and Sons in Bradford Street. 
The account was set up by Chris Nor¬ 
ton who runs Norton Podiatry next 
door. Mr Norton said incidents had 
gone down: “It used to be four of five 
times a day but now it is only one or 
two and it comes in spurts.” 


Career crook avoids 
jail for 197th offence 


A CAREER crook once dubbed ‘the 
scourge of West Midlands gym go¬ 
ers’ has avoided jail for the latest of 
his 197 offences. 

Lee Lynch, aged 52, was previously 
jailed for 56 weeks for raiding gym lock¬ 
ers at Walsall’s Gala Baths where he stole 
items from the bags of schoolchildren on 
a swimming lesson. 

The crook was also handed a criminal an¬ 
ti-social behaviour order banning him from 
every gym and leisure centre in the West Mid¬ 
lands. But following his latest raid on a home in 
Solihull, the grandad was handed a suspended 
sentence by a judge in order to help him kick 
his 37-year drug habit. 

Birmingham Crown Court heard the father- 
of-five had been out of prison for just three 
weeks last November before he stole a £900 
bike which he then tried to sell for three wraps 
of drugs and a packet of cigarettes. 

Lynch, who had 196 previous offences dat¬ 
ing back to 1979, walked into a maisonette on 
Ballard Walk, Kingshurst, on November 26 and 
emptied a store cupboard of children’s toys in 
order to get to the bike. He was later caught 
on CCTV entering his own home on Chilvers 
Grove with the bike and arrested. 

Rehabilitation 

Lynch pleaded guilty to burglary. But hear¬ 
ing the addict had never received help to kick 
his drug habit, Judge Nicholas Cole handed 
Lynch an 18 -month jail term suspended for 18 
months. He was also ordered to undergo drug 
rehabilitation and to attend court every month 
with a progress report. 

Sparing Lynch a further spell behind bars 
the judge said: “You are a family man with five 
children and grandchildren. The time is going 
to have to come when you stop offending and 
it’s up to you, to an extent, when that time is. 
Bouncing in and out of custody has to come 
to an end.” Mr John Brotherton, defending, 
said despite the length of his record Lynch had 
never been made subject of a drug rehabilita¬ 
tion requirement to help him kick his habit. 

He said when Lynch was released in Novem¬ 
ber, following a theft of a projector from a hotel 
conference suite last August, the addict had no 
methodone prescription waiting for him. 

Ordering Lynch to comply with the court’s 
orders, Judge Cole added: “The court will re¬ 
view your progress. You will have this hanging 
over you, this is not a soft option.” 


Brian nets his football memories

THAT first question on every am¬ 
ateur footballer’s lips when they 
turn up to the game on Sunday 
morning - ‘So who’s putting the 
nets up?’ Brian Stringer spent 
decades in Walsall dedicated his 
time to managing and supporting 
grassroots and junior football. 

And now, to commemorate 
the years, the 77-year-old, from 
Brownhills, has answered that 
question by putting together a 
book featuring everything you 
need to know about the not so 
beautiful side of the game. 


Aptly titled Who’s Putting the 
Nets Up is the third book written 
by Brian, who started managing 
junior football teams in 1975 be¬ 
fore ending up as the chairman of 
Walsall Wood in the 1980s.

At one club we broke 
a world record when we had a lad 
break two legs in about thirty 
seconds - it was reported in the 
Express & Star and I’ve got the 
cuttings.”

Hunt begins to 
find Verdun oaks 

AN appeal has been launched to iden¬ 
tify oak trees in Walsall which have 
ties to the First World War. 

Walsall Councillor Doug James, 
who is also a member of the Wood¬ 
land Trust, wants to locate any Ver¬ 
dun Oaks in the borough. They were 
named after the Battle of Verdun in 
France, one of the largest confronta¬ 
tions between the Allies and German 
forces spanning more than 300 days. 

It is hoped if trees are found locally 
acorns can start a second generation. 
Councillor James said: “The Battle 
of Verdun was the longest single bat¬ 
tle of the First World War, claiming 
400,000 men. Although the British 
forces never fought at Verdun remind¬ 
ers of the conflict adorn our towns. 

“Acorns from the devastated battle¬ 
fields were shipped to the UK where 
this smallest of gestures created the 
grandest tributes - mighty oaks grow¬ 
ing tall and proud as a lasting memo¬ 
rial to those who died on the Western 
Front.”” 

Snub speed signs 
'at your peril' 

IGNORE new speed detecting signs 
nearing completion ‘at your peril’. 

That is the message from a com¬ 
munity leader over two signs, which 
recognise number plates and record 
the speed of motorists, set up near the 
community green in New Invention 
and on Lichfield Road. 

Councillor Ian Shires said: “These 
signs have been used with great effect 
elsewhere in the borough. Disregard 
them at your peril.” Other works car¬ 
ried out already include safety mark¬ 
ings on the approaches to both the 
Pooles Lane and Gate traffic islands. 

Elderly woman in 
collision with bus 

AN elderly woman suffered a head 
injury after she was involved in a col¬ 
lision with a university bus in Walsall 
town centre. The incident happened 
around 12.20pm last Wednesday out¬ 
side of St Paul’s Bus Station. 

The pedestrian, in her 70s, was 
taken to Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham. 

Police immediately closed off St 
Paul’s Street and cordoned of the bus 
belonging to University of Wolver¬ 
hampton.

A FUNFAIR that was set to take place 
in Willenhall was cancelled due to 
poor weather conditions. 

The organisers Wilson’s decided 
that after inspection the condition of 
the ground at Memorial Park in Pin¬ 
son Road was too wet.

We want their names 
to never be forgotten 


An inspirational mother and 
son have set up a charity to 
help families hit by atrocities. 

DAVID COSGROVE reports 

‘I WANT their names and beauti¬ 
ful caring ways to live on forever 
through their legacy.’ 

These were the words of a Black Coun¬ 
try mother whose son, brother and father 
were killed in the Tunisia terror attack, 
as she launched an appeal to support oth¬ 
er victims of mass atrocities. 

Suzy Richards and her surviving son Owen, 
aged 16, have created ‘Smile for Joel’ to sup¬ 
port others who have lost family members in 
a similarly harrowing manner to themselves. 

The fundraising charity - which has been 
backed by David Cameron - will work with 
Victim Support to help families who have be¬ 
come victims of traumatic bereavement, par¬ 
ticularly through homicide. 

Ms Richards said it will help keep the memo¬ 
ries of her son Joel, brother Adrian and father 
Patrick alive, who were killed by Islamic State 
terrorist Seifeddine Rezgui in June. 

Previous 

Aspiring football referee Joel, 19, was tipped 
for the top and was extremely close with his 
uncle and grandfather. 

The triple loss tore Ms Richards’ family 
apart, but she said the backing of Victim Sup¬ 
port since the tragic incident has helped them 
move through the grieving process. 

Ms Richards said: “I had never heard of 
[Victim Support] before but they turned up 
about five days after it happened and the sup¬ 
port they gave Owen initially was fantastic. 

“Since then the support for the family has 
been brilliant as well - and they are still sup¬ 
porting us now. 

“In the darkest days they actually became 
part of the family - they were with us through 
everything and helped with everything, right 
down to arranging counselling. 

“What they do is fantastic.

“We decided to call it Smile for Joel because 
Joel was the youngest victim and I want to 
keep all their names alive. 

“I want to make a difference for others for 
them. 

“They were three of the nicest, most caring 
guys you could ever meet and would do any¬ 
thing for anybody. 

“I want their names to be part of helping 
others. 

“They were just three everyday guys who 
went on holiday who were sat there one min¬ 
ute and then they were murdered the next.” 

Dozens of Joel’s friends have taken photo¬ 
graphs with Smile for Joel wristbands at dif¬ 
ferent locations across the globe. 

Ms Richards penned an emotive mission 
statement on Smile for Joel’s Facebook page. 

It says: “After losing three very precious 
family members last year in the Tunisian ter¬ 


ror attacks my loving family will never be the 
same. We are shattered, broken and every day 
is a colossal struggle for not having them here 
with us. 

“To go from a family of six to three for just 
going on holiday, is an unbearable pain and 
has left an emptiness that we know will never 
go away. In the midst of this heartache I am 
determined to stand strong for my remaining 
family. 

“Like any mom would, I want to strive to 
make Owen’s life the best I can, especially 
after being the sole survivor in my family on 
that fateful day. 

“I am also determined to not let the lives of 
my son Joel, my dad Pat and my brother Ade 
be forgotten. I want their names and beautiful 
caring ways to live on forever. 

“I want to make a difference to others for 
them. 


“I want to make a difference in their name 
for others who have experienced losing some¬ 
one they love in such a heartbreaking trau¬ 
matic way. 

“Therefore, Smile for Joel in its own right 
will become a fundraising charity to support 
Victim Support and help shattered/ broken 
families who become victims of a traumatic 
bereavement through homicide including ter¬ 
rorism. 

“Not every family has the love and sup¬ 
port we have had and continue to have from 
our family, friends and our community and I 
thank you all immensely for that. 

“So together, with your help, my plan is to 
continue to make smiles for Joel.” 

The money will be distributed through Vic¬ 
tim Support. 

Ms Richards has encouraged people to come 
forward with fundraising schemes. 

A batch of Smile for Joel wristbands has 
been made and people have been encouraged 
to take photos of these at different locations 
around the world. 

Astonished 

Wednesbury North ward Councillor Elaine 
Costigan said the family’s strength was ‘inspi¬ 
rational’ and Smile for Joel was a perfect way 
to keep memories alive. 

She said: “I’m just astonished at how strong 
she is. 

“I think this is really helping to keep Suzy 
going and I know how much she wants to keep 
their names alive. 

“It’s special - I think both Suzy and Owen 
are inspirational. 

“They’re so strong together, it’s amazing. I 
don’t know where they find the strength from 
but somehow they manage it. 

“We all support whatever they want to do.” 

The families of those killed in the Tunisia 
terror attacks attended a memorial service at 
Westminster Abbey along with Prince Harry 
and Prime Minister David Cameron. 

At an event after the service, Owen man¬ 
aged to chat to Mr Cameron about the cause, 
and the PM was photographed with the teen 
and Ms Richards wearing one of the wrist¬ 
bands created for the cause,

MORE than 2,000 people celebrated 
the annual Vaisakhi festival with a 
procession through Willenhall and 
Wednesfield. 

The sun shone for the proceedings, 
which were reversed from last year’s 
event, beginning at the Guru Nanak 
Sikh Gurdwara on Walsall Road, 
Willenhall, at 10am and finishing at 
the Guru Nanak Gurdwara in Well 
Lane, Wednesfield, three miles away 
at 1.30pm, with the march annually 
organised by members from both tem¬ 
ples. 

In line with tradition, a drummer set 
the beat at the front of the procession, 


followed by sword bearers, Khalsa hag 
bearers and an orange-swathed boat 
carrying the Sikh holy book, the Sri 
Guru Granth Sahib. 

Roads were closed along the route as 
people walked through the streets or 
travelled on boats for the huge parade, 
which saw five baptised Sikhs dressed 
in traditional dress lead the way be¬ 
hind a group of sweeper clearing the 
road for their bare feet. 

The main boat carried the Sikh holy 
book while two other boats contained 
people singing hymns and playing 
music. Councillor Singh Gakhal, who 
helps organise the event each year, 


said the procession to Wednesfield is 
a hugely successful event. “This year 
is bigger and better than ever, and I’d 
predict there are more than the 2,000 
people that attended last year. 

“Everybody has played such an im¬ 
portant role in organising the event, 
from the police, to local authorities, to 
those who took part.” 

The celebration is to commemorate 
the anniversary of the initiation of 
the first five members of the brother¬ 
hood of the Khalsa, which took place 
on April 13, 1699, which is one of the 
most significant dates in Sikh history, 
as well as ushering spring.

Tragic biker took cocktail 
of drugs before collision 



A MOTORCYCLIST who had 
consumed alcohol and taken a 
cocktail of drugs, lost control of 
his bike and hit a tree moments 
after waving at a friend, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Daniel Stephen Manning, aged 25, 
was travelling along Springhill Road, 
Burntwood, on November 8, 2015 af¬ 
ter a night out with friends when the 
accident happened. 

At Cannock Coroners Court on Tuesday, 
Staffordshire (South) Senior Coroner An¬ 
drew Haigh gave a conclusion of accidental 
death, citing the poor condition of the white 
Shineray motorcycle he was on, the drink 
and drugs in his body and the fact that he 
waved to a friend shortly before his death 
all as contributing factors. 

Cause of death was given as a result of 
multiple injuries. 

A toxicology report revealed Mr Manning 
had 1.2 milligrams of a combination of de¬ 
signer drug MED, cocaine and methadone 
in his blood along with 173 milligrams of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of his urine. The 
legal drink drive limit for alcohol is 107 mil¬ 
ligrams in 100 millilitres of urine. 

Handlebar 

Speaking at the inquest, Mr Manning’s 
friend Ricky Lee Ashcroft, of Morley Road, 
Burntwood said: “We had all told him the 
bike would be the death of him and that it 
was a deathtrap.” 

Mr Manning’s brother Andrew Manning 
said: “He was just a joy to be around.” 

Mr Ashcroft described how Mr Man¬ 
ning had passed him on Springhill Road at 
around 8.45am on the day of his death, lift¬ 
ing his left hand off the handlebar to wave 
before he lost control of the bike. The bike 
was not registered and Mr Manning did not 
have a licence to drive the vehicle though 
he did have experience of driving motor¬ 
bikes, the inquest heard. Coroner Haigh 
said: “As a result of this tragic accident I 
record a verdict of accidental death.” 


IT’S something a lot of people could 
be guilty of shouting when they 
find themselves lost in an area they 
don’t know all that well. 

However, these interesting road 
markings which direct motorists 
in Walsall towards ‘B’lox’, will ac¬ 
tually lead drivers to the heart of 
Bloxwich. 

Eagle-eyed motorists have spot¬ 
ted the markings which could easily 
be mistaken for a rude phrase and 
have shared the photos on social 
media. It is not clear if the mark¬ 
ings are new. 

Some people have said that spot¬ 


ting the humorous marking makes 
their day when they do see it, while 
others have called it ‘careless’. 

Sharing photographs of the pic¬ 
tures on Facebook group Walsall 
In Pictures, Karl Rogman wrote: 
“I love Walsall Council but don’t 
think they love the good citizens of 
Rushall or Bloxwich. They have got 
it right for Pelsall. 

“Is this their feelings on entering 
Rushall or is it how they view Blox¬ 
wich? 

“Either way it brightens my day 
every time I drive over it.”

Borough to act 
as pilot for rates 

WALSALL Council is to become a pilot 
area for the Government which will see the 
borough retain 100 per cent of its business 
rates. At the moment rates are collected 
and sent to London where they are pooled 
and divided up to local authorities around 
the country. 

The move was mooted as Greg Clark 
Secretary of State for the Department for 
Communities and Local Government vis¬ 
ited the town last Friday and spoke with 
council leader Mike Bird. 

Councillor Bird said the borough would 
be £60 million worse-off just by keeping its 
own business rates because at the moment 
the council received a ‘top up’ to cover the 
shortfall. But he still welcomed the idea. 

He said: “It is a good thing to be at the 
forefront of of anything. It is not clear what 
formula will be used but we will work with 
the Government to see how keeping our 
business rates will affect us.”

A ROAD had to be closed after a lorry shed its load in 
Brownhills.

Wheels on the bus go round again 
after decades of attention to detail 


IT has taken Graham Harper dec¬ 
ades, but the driven 75-year-old 
has spent more than £23,000 re¬ 
building the bus that took him to 
school more than 60 years ago. 

Graham used to hop on the number 
28 bus as a teenager each morning 60 
years ago and even travelled on the 
Daimler CVG 5 on its first day of ser¬ 
vice. 

So when the opportunity to get hold of 
the disused vehicle from the West Brom¬ 
wich Bus Corporation came up in 1967, he 
managed to strike a bargain deal with the 
council. But Graham only began working on 
the bus, which has cost him £13,000 in rent 
to store alone, in 1982 with pals. 

Incredibly, even after he finished stud¬ 
ying at Cronehills Secondary Technical 
School in West Bromwich, Graham even 
used the bus to travel to work for years 
while as an apprentice at a steel equipment 
company. In total, Graham reckons he had

travelled 54,600 miles on the bus while 
using the 28 route. 

The components for the bus set Graham 
back a princely £10,000 in total, with the 
likes of new tyres and replacement seat cov¬ 
ers costing £1,000 and £2,500 respectively. 

Even after years of riding the bus to and 
from work, Graham then took up working 
as a bus driver until his retirement and puts 
his long-lasting love down to his father who 
also worked in the profession. 

Chassis 

The 38-seater vehicle has since passed its 
MOT and thankfully for Graham, and his 
wallet, he doesn’t have to pay road tax. 

The labour of love has seen Graham and 
his mates Terry Cater, 74, Dave Wootton, 
70, and Ian Rhydderch, 74, at the 156 Bus 
Group painstakingly strip out the entire bus 


right down to the chassis which transpired 
was built in 1948. And, having driven buses 
for so long, it was only fitting that Graham 
took his renovated ride for a spin once it 
was roadworthy. 

Graham said: “Initially when I got be¬ 
hind the wheel of the Daimler I had res¬ 
ervations, as I had been surprised that the 
bus had passed its MOT. But it was an ab¬ 
solute pleasure to drive and take it on the 
road as there were so many memories that 
it brought back. I used to get on the num¬ 
ber 28 bus to get to secondary school in the 
morning and have ended up getting on that 
route all of my life.I’d often thought that I 
wouldn’t mind becoming a bus driver like 
my father and when the opportunity came 
up to buy the bus, I thought I would become 
an owner as well.” 

While the project has been dear to Gra¬ 
ham and his friends over the years though, 
he admitted that the painstaking process 
sometimes tested his wife, Joyce, 70. Gra¬ 
ham said: “My wife has been very patient 
with me over the years.”

Stage stars celebrate 
Shakespeare's skills 


Y ou can run but you can’t hide 
from the Bard - he’s 
everywhere, almost omnipotent, 
whether you realise it or not. 

Many well-worn everyday phrases 
first appeared in his works, while his 
stories continue to have a major 
influence on popular culture today, so 
it seems only right that we should 
celebrate his life and legacy - even if 
it is on the 400th anniversary of his 
death. 

“BBC2 is playing a central role in 
the BBC’s Shakespeare celebrations 
and I’m delighted we will be showing 
this very special piece which typifies 
the new ambition and scale we are 
bringing to arts programming on the 
channel,” explains Kim Shillinglaw, 
controller of BBC2 and BBC4. 

David Tennant may be best known 
for his starring roles in Doctor Who 
and Broadchurch, but he’s no stranger 
to William Shakespeare’s works, 
having appeared on stage in the likes 
of Hamlet, Love’s Labours Lost, Much 
Ado About Nothing and Richard II.

all of whom share their thoughts on 
the Bard’s enduring influence on the 
performing arts, from his home 
medium of the theatre, through to 
opera, jazz, dance and musicals. 

There’s also a chance to see 
contributions by performers from the 
English National Opera and The Royal 
Ballet. 

“Shakespeare gives us a 360 
degree view of what it is to be human 
and has inspired creativity across 
every art form,” says Gregory Doran, 
the RSC’s artistic director. ‘This live 
event is the highlight of what will be 
an extraordinary year for Shakespeare 
fans, and gives us a chance to 


celebrate just how far his genius has 
travelled, influencing artists down the 
centuries and across the world.” 

As Doran says, there are more 
special programmes and events on 
their way from the BBC and RSC. 

“Our ambition is to get more people 
excited about Shakespeare than ever 
before - through drama, great 
performance, documentary; festivals 
and social media too,” reveals Tony 
Hall, director-general of the BBC. 
“We’re partnering with talent right 
across the country and delighted to be 
working with the RSC. 2016 is going 
to be the biggest celebration of 
Shakespeare we’ve ever put on - for 
everyone.”

Serving up taste of Spain 



Empty shop unit transformed to bring a taste of Spain to one small corner of Walsall Spanish theme throughout the tastefully-decorated interior 


New restaurant owner Imran 
Iqbal has that extra helping of 
enthusiasm and it is paying off, 
as MARK SHIPP finds out 

TAKE an empty shop unit, add a 
touch of ambition, sprinkle in some 
themed decor and mix together 
with genuine Spanish fare. 

Top it all off with a chef from Barcelona 
and you have a taste of Spain in one small 
corner of Walsall. 

It might be one ‘el’ of a gamble but owner 
Imran Iqbal believes it is one worth taking. 

For many years, Imran has set his sights on 
opening a Spanish-themed restaurant and has 
this year finally seen his vision realised. 

Extensive research in his home town led 
Imran to believe such a concept was needed. 
He and business partner Azhar Nawaz visited 
Spain to learn about its culture, its food and 
its influences, and, after deciding it would be a 
success, even recruited chef Asad. 

He’s from Barcelona. 

And he has 14 years experience working for 
a five-star hotel in the Catalonian city. 

Flamenco 

The venue in Goodall Street, a former bar, 
was not Imran’s first choice, but this hidden 
gem is well-worth seeking out. 

It is tastefully decorated to give it an authen¬ 
tic Spanish feel - and all Imran’s own work. 
In fact, we half expected to be serenaded by 
a woman in flamenco dress playing the casta¬ 
nets. 

The menu offers a range of tapas dishes, 
as well as pizza and salads, pasta, paella and 
risotto, even steaks and burgers and has an 
added desi fusion. 

We chose a starter, ensalade feta tomate - 
that’s tomato and feta salad, which we shared, 
but left it until our mains as the perfect accom¬ 
paniment. Our mains choices were canelloni 


rossini for the better half and risotto de polio 
for myself, topped with parmesan cheese, suc- 
culently creamy and with a not-too-overpow- 
ering hint of pepper. 

Arriba means fast in Spanish so the name 
Ba Ba Reeba was chosen as a play on words to 
associate with quick service. It was not rapid, 
we discovered, but the best things come to 
those who wait in my book, so that was not 
a problem. 

What’s more, we were equipped with a de¬ 


vice that could order drinks or call the staff 
from the comfort of our own table. Unfortu¬ 
nately, that does not include alcohol, though 
unique ‘halal’ non-alcoholic wines are served. 

Despite demolishing my own dessert, the 
delicious crema catalana, I spent most of the 
time drooling over my other half s crepes, 
which came with ice cream and drizzled 
in strawberry sauce, so both of those come 
highly recommended. The former is akin to 
creme brulee with a hard sticky piece of cara¬ 


mel in the middle. Gorgeous. Ba Ba Reeba is 
not guaranteed to take off, but it deserves to, 
particularly if passion was any guarantee of 
success, as Imran has that in abundance and 
is determined to make it work. The food is a 
good start as it was delightful. 

I agree there is a need for such a restaurant 
locally. However, the lack of alcohol could 
prove to be a stumbling block. 

A drop of sangria certainly wouldn’t go 
amiss with a bowl of paella or risotto, but that 


shouldn’t put people off either, so it remains 
to be seen what others make of it. Early feed¬ 
back is certainly promising with many positive 
remarks on online review pages. 

Ba Ba Reeba caters for 50 diners. It is open 
for lunch from noon to 2pm and from 5-11pm 
Sunday to Thursday, on Friday from 5pm to 
midnight on Friday and on Saturday from 
noon to 2pm and 5pm to midnight.

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Lexus makes bold statement

THERE’LL be no mistaking the 
new Lexus RX200t at the golf 
club, from the front, most cer¬ 
tainly. 

This fourth generation large, luxu¬ 
ry SUV from Toyota’s posh division is 
no shrinking violet in the looks depart¬ 
ment. 

The vast radiator grille makes what Lexus 
calls a ‘powerful visual statement’ and will 
ensure it’s easy to pick out from the sea of 
Range Rovers, Audi Q7s and BMW X5s that 
are this car’s natural competition. 

To these eyes this new-found visual bold¬ 
ness works a treat, toning itself down a little 
as the gaze moves along the side of the car 
- all dramatic swoops and swerves - before 



concluding in a tail that picks up the angled 
theme of the front. Inside, things are more 
typically Lexus. That means an almost pared 
back feel, using leather and high grade plas¬ 
tics in a combination that quietly tells of good 
taste and attention to detail. 

It was plenty good enough to impress the 
owner of a nearly new Range Rover Sport 
who came along for the ride, especially when 
he discovered his new baby cost half as 
much again as his recent driveway addition. 

In fact the RX200t range starts at £39,995 
for an S model fitted with the same 2.0 litre 
petrol engine of the plusher Luxury version 
(£45,995) and tops out with the £57,995 RX 
450h Premier. That version comes with the 
other engine choice in this new RX range, a 
3.5 litre V6 petrol engine that combines with 
an electric motor to produce a total of 308 
horsepower and an official fuel consumption 
figure (54.3mpg) that shames the harder 
working 2.0 litre engine in the test car. 

That’s rated at a mere 36mpg officially and 
managed just 28mpg in more than 500 miles 
of mixed motoring, none of it taken at much 
of a hurry. 

The least expensive way of moving to 
the larger engine with electric assist is the 
£46,995 RX 450h SE but with a large, heavy 
body to move about that 50mpg-plus figure 
is likely to remain a distant dream. 

Which points up an obvious omission in 
this new RX range. Where is the diesel; the 
power plant of choice for most UK and Euro¬ 
pean buyers of big cars? 

The answer is that places where the RX 
sells best - the States, for instance - simply 
don’t buy diesels, sticking instead to petrol. 
That alone is going to limit the attractions 
of the car here in the UK, where hardly any 
Range Rovers, for instance, are sold without 
a diesel under the bonnet.

But, if you can make the sums add up, 
the RX200t will provide lots that’s good 
about big car motoring. And it’ll do it for 
years on end without ever going wrong 
and be serviced for you by a dealer who 
is part of a select band that tops the poll 
for customer satisfaction so regularly they 
ought to have won the cup outright by now. 

Most obvious plus point is the amount of 
space inside the RX, with genuine stretch¬ 
ing room in the rear and a huge boot too. 

And it does all feel rather fine into the 
bargain. Rides well too and goes far bet¬ 
ter than you’d ever expect with such a 


smallish engine doing the work. It can get 
a bit vocal if pressed but exercise a little 
restraint and the auto gears will propel you 
in a manner befitting a car made to shrink 
big mileages. 

It won’t thrill its driver as the miles go by, 
but it’s not that sort of car. Better to enjoy 
the trappings of luxury, from a sat nav with 
an enormous display (but controlled by a 
fiddly control) to electrically warmed and 
cooled front seats, powered tailgate, adap¬ 
tive cruise control, auto dipping headlights 
and lights that show you the puddles near 
the doors before you step into them.

Kenny manages 
to make top list 


WOLVES boss Kenny Jack¬ 
ett is the 17th longest-serv¬ 
ing manager in the country 
- and there’s a team’s worth 
in front of him for service at 
Molineux. 

Of the club’s 28 permanent 
chiefs since their formation in 
1877, Jackett, with nearly three 
years at the helm, is 12th. 

Initially the Wolves team was se¬ 
lected by a committee, headed up by 
the club secretary. George Worrall 
was the first for seven years and eight 
months from August 1887 to May 
1885, with Jack Addenbrooke replac¬ 
ing him that August. 

He is still the longest-serving boss 
in Wolves’ history, with a 36 years 
and 10 months reign and led Wolves 
to the FA Cup twice. 

The club appointed their first full¬ 
time manager, George Jobey in June 
1922. He lasted nearly two years be¬ 
fore Albert Hoskins was brought in, 
while Fred Scotchbrook lasted just 
over a year. 

Wembley 

Major Frank Buckley arrived in 
July 1927 and his 15 years and eight 
months saw the club reach the First 
Division, finishing runners-up twice 
in the top flight. A 4-1 defeat to Ports¬ 
mouth at Wembley saw them lose the 
1939 FA Cup final, but they did win 
the 1942 League ‘War’ Cup. 

Ted Vizard came on board in April 
1944, leading them to third in the 
first ‘peace time’ season of 1946-47. 

Come the summer of 1948, his as¬ 
sistant Stan Cullis would take charge, 
going on to become the club’s most 
successful manager and make Wolves 
the biggest team in the country. 
Three First Division titles, two FA 
Cups and one Charity Shield came 
their way along with the first foray 
into European football in what is 
now the Champions League. He was

sacked in September 1964 and the 
club were relegated that season. Andy 
Beattie was in charge when they went 
down, he left in September 1965, with 
Ronnie Allen taking them back up in 
1967. 

Another purple patch came under 
Bill McGarry, who left First Division 
rivals Ipswich Town to take over from 
the sacked Allen in November 1968. 
His seven-and-a-half year reign saw 
Wolves lift the Texaco Cup in 1971, 
before losing the UEFA Cup final to 
Tottenham Hotspur 3-2 on aggregate. 

But McGarry was axed when the 
club was relegated in 1976. 

His No 2, Sammy Chung, took over 
and restored them to the First Divi¬ 
sion at the first attempt, later making 
way for John Barnwell in November 
1978. He delivered Wolves’ last major 
trophy, the League Cup in 1980. 

Wolves went into almost-terminal 
decline under the ownership of the 
Bhatti brothers. Barnwell resigned 
and the team were relegated under Ian 
Greaves, although Graham Hawkins 
did take them back into the top-flight. 
He left after they went down again, 
with Tommy Docherty later shown 
the door as they headed for three rel¬ 
egations in a row. McGarry lasted just 


61 days of his second spell, with chief 
scout Sammy Chapman pushed into 
the role. Brian Little then had a spell 
as caretaker. 

Graham Turner’s appointment 
dragged Wolves off their knees, over¬ 
seeing two promotions and the Sherpa 
Van Trophy win at Wembley in 1988. 

Sir Jack Hayward bought the club 
and vowed to restored them to the top¬ 
flight again, with Turner removed for 
former England coach Graham Taylor 
in March 1994. Taylor, Mark McGhee 
and Cohn Lee all spent Sir Jack’s mil¬ 
lions and failed to deliver, before Dave 
Jones got it right through the play¬ 
offs in 2003. 

They were relegated after one sea¬ 
son in the Premier League and Jones 
was sacked in November 2004, with 
another former England chief in 
Glenn Hoddle named as his successor. 

He stepped down in May 2006, pav¬ 
ing the way for Mick McCarthy’s ar¬ 
rival. He took them up as champions 
and kept them in the Premier League 
for two campaigns. 

Terry Connor, the ill-fated Stale 
Solbakken and Dean Saunders 
couldn’t prevent a double relegation, 
with Jackett arriving in May 2013 as 
Wolves began life in League One.
